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READING. 


In  1743,  Thomas  Penn  and  Richard 
Penn,  sons  of  William  Penn,  first  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  laying  out  a town  on 
their  land  situated  along  the  Schuylkill 
river,  opposite  the  mouth  of  the  Tul- 
pehocken  creek,  and  the  town  was  called 
READING,  after  their  native  place  the 
county  town  of  Berkshire,  in  England. 
Their  original  design  was  sometime 
after  abandoned,  and  they  laid  out  the 
town  at  its  present  location  in  the  year 
1748,  with  an  area  of  600  acres,  and  con- 
taining at  that  time  but  one  house. 

From  the  day  in  1748,  when  the  In- 
dians beheld  the  first  habitation  arising 
in  the  newly  created  town  to  this  day 
when,  as  a city,  Reading  boasts  of  twice 
ten  thousand  homes,  she  has  never 
fallen  a step  behind  in  the  onward 
march  of  progress. 

In  1752,  when  the  county  of  Berks  was 
created,  with  Reading  as  the  seat  of 
justice*  the  population  had  increased  to 
378. 

Reading  was  incorporated  as  a bor- 
ough on  Sept.  12th,  1783,  having  an  area 
of  2194  acres,  and  in  1790,  when  the  first 
national  census  was  taken,  the  popula- 
tion had  increased  to  8410,  which  gave 
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it  the  distinction  of  being  the  largest 
borough  in  the  United  States. 

Reading  made  its  next  step  in  the  line 
of  municipal  life,  when,  on  March  16th, 
1847,  it  was  incorporated  into  a city, 
with  a population  of  about  12,000. 

Extensions  of  the  boundaries  of  the 
city  were  made  on  April  16th,  1867,  and 
May  13th,  1869,  making  the  present  area 
3,965  acres. 

The  first  newspaper  (German)  was  is- 
sued in  1789. 

A postoffice  was  opened  in  1793. 

Railroad  communication  with  Phila- 
delphia was  established  in  1838,  but  from 
1793  to  this  period  there  was  a daily 
mail  between  Philadelphia  and  Reading. 

The  first  fire  company  was  organized 
in  1773. 

The  Reading  Water  Company  was  or- 
ganized in  1821. 

When  Reading  was  incorporated  as  a 
city,  March  16th,  1847,  it  had  six  news- 
papers. 

The  manufacture  of  cigars  began  in 
Reading  in  1800,  and  now  over  seventy- 
five  million  are  manufactured  annually. 

City  Hall  was  erected  by  Councils  in 
1870. 

The  postoffice  was  completed  in  1889, 
at  a cost  of  $180,000. 

The  mountains  surrounding  Reading, 
which,  years  ago  were  valuable  only  as 
wood-land,  are  now  encircled  by  rail- 
ways and  their  crests  adorned  with 
beautiful  resorts  for  health  and  pleas- 
ure. 

So  healthful  and  magnificent  has  been 
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the  developments  of  the  City  of  Reading 
that  to-day,  including  the  surrounding 
territory,  it  has  a population,  upon  the 
authority  of  Boyd’s  directory,  of  about 
102,264,  making  it  the  fifth  city  in  the 
State  in  point  of  population.

1.  SECOND  ALARMS.— After  a First 
Alarm  has  been  sounded,  should  the 
Chief  Engineer  require  the  assistance 
of  companies  assigned  to  that  box  on 
Second  Alarm,  he  will  give  two(2)  taps 
and  after  a brief  interval  strike  the  box 
number  in  the  usual  manner.  A Sec- 
ond Alarm  will  in  all  cases  be  designat- 
ed by  two  (2)  taps,  followed  by  the  box 
number  from  which  the  First  Alarm 
was  sounded,  the  box  number  being  re- 
peated four  (4)  times. 

2.  GENERAL  ALARMS.— The  signal 
“3-3-3"  will  be  used  for  General  Alarms 
exclusively,  and  the  entire  department 
will  respond. 

3.  Companies  not  responding  to  the 
First  Alarms,  and  assigned  to  Second 
Alarms,  will  be  on  the  alert  to  respond 
promptly  if  called.  Should  no  more 
companies  be  required  one  (1)  tap  will 
be  givei)  by  the  Chief  Engineer  as  a 

ignal  to  unhitch  or  not  wanted.

OFFICIALS. 

And  Their  Tenure  of  Office. 

The  Mayor,  Controller  and  Treasurer 
of  the  city  are  elected  for  a term  of 
three  years. 

VACANCIES. 

How  they  are  Filled. 

Vacancies  in  the  office  of  the  Mayor 
shall  be  filled  by  Councils  in  Joint  Con- 
vention by  a majority  of  all  the  mem- 
bers elected  to  both  branches,  and  the 
Mayor  so  elected  shall  hold  office  until 
the  next  municipal  election,  at  which 
his  successor  shall  be  elected  for  the 
unexpired  term.  Sec.  7,  Art.  7,  Act  May 
23,  1889,  and  Sec.  46. 

“In  case  of  the  temporary  inability  of 
the  Mayor  to  act,  the  Councils  may  ap- 
point a Mayor  to  serve  until  he  shall  be 
able  to  resume  the  duties  of  his  office.” 
• — Sec.  7,  Art.  7,  Act  of  May  23,  1889. 

Vacancies  in  the  office  of  City  Con- 
troller and  City  Treasurer  shall  be  filled 
by  a vote  of  a majority  of  the  members 
elected  to  Councils  in  Joint  Convention. 
Officers  thus  elected  shall  serve  until 
the  first  Monday  of  April  succeeding 
the  municipal  election  occurring  at 
least  one  month  after  the  happenings 
of  such  vacancy,  at  which  their  succes- 
sors shall  be  elected  for  the  unexpired 
term. — Act  of  May  23,  1889. 
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REPRESENTATION  IN  COUNCILS. 

Each  ward  is  represented  by  one 
member  of  the  Select  and  one  member 
of  the  Common  Council. 

The  term  of  office  of  all  members  of 
the  Select  Council  shall  be  four  years 
and  of  the  members  of  the  Common 
Council  two  years. — Sec.  1,  Art.  6,  Act 
May  23,  1889. 

HOW  VACANCIES  ARE  FILLED. 

Vacancies  in  Councils  shall  be  filled 
by  a special  ward  election  on  such  date 
as  shall  be  determined  by  the  branch  in 
which  the  vacancy  occurs,  of  which  the 
Mayor  shall  give  at  least  ten  days’  no- 
tice, by  proclamation  to  be  published  in 
one  or  more  newspapers  of  the  city: 
and  any  member  thus  elected  shall 
serve  for  the  unexpired  term  of  his 
predecessor. — Sec.  3,  Art.  6,  Act  May  23, 
1889. 

PROCEEDINGS  IN  CASE  OF  A TIE 
VOTE. 

Tie  votes  for  Councilmen  shall  be  de- 
cided by  lot  in  the  presence  of  the 
branch  i nterested. — Act  May  23,  1889. 

QUALIFICATIONS  OF  COUNCIL- 
MEN. 

Each  branch  shall  judge  of  the  quali- 
fications of  its  members,  and  contested 
election  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Courts  of  Law  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  directed  by  law. — Sec.  4,  Art.  6,  Act 
May  23,  1889. 

Select  Councilmen  shall  be  25  years 
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of  age,  and  Common  Councilmen  21 
years  of  age,  and  members  of  Select 
and  Common  Councils  shall  have  been 
citizens  and  inhabitants  of  the  State 
four  years,  and  of  the  ward  they  rep- 
resent one  year  next  before  their  elec- 
tion (unless  absent  on  the  public  busi- 
ness of  the  United  States  or  this  State) 
and  shall  reside  in  their  respective  dis- 
tricts during  their  term  of  service. — 
Sec.  1,  Art.  6,  Act  May  23,  1889. 

“Whenever,  by  the  requirements  of 
any  law,  a particular  residence  is  a nec- 
essary qualification  for  the  election  or 
appointment  of  any  officer  a removal 
from  such  residence  shall  operate  as  a 
forfeiture  of  the  office.” 
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REGULATION  OF  COUNCILS. 


PASSAGE  OF  ORDINANCES. 

No  ordinance  shall  be  considered  un- 
less introduced  by  a member  of  Council 
whose  name  shall  be  signed  thereto, 
and  the  ordinance  must  be  referred  to  a 
joint  or  separate  Committee,  returned 
therefrom  and  printed  for  the  use  of 
members;  and 

No  ordinance  shall  be  passed  contain- 
ing more  than  one  subject,  which  shall 
be  clearly  expressed  in  its  title. 

Every  ordinance  shall  be  read  at 
length  in  each  branch;  all  amendments 
made  thereto  shall  be  printed  for  the 
use  of  the  members  before  the  final  vote 
is  taken  on  the  ordinance,  and  no  ordi- 
nance shall  become  a law  upon  the 
same  day  on  wThich  it  was  introduced  or 
reported.  On  its  final  passage  the  vote 
shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and 
the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for 
and  against  the  same  be  entered  on  the 
Journal,  and  a majority  of  the  members 
elected  to  each  branch  be  recorded 
thereon  as  voting  in  its  favor.  (Being 
nine  affirmative  votes  in  Select  and 
nine  in  Common  Council.) 

No  member  (except  where  he  is  per- 
sonally or  privately  interested)  shall 
withhold  his  vote  on  any  measure  or 
question,  unless  he  shall  state  his  rea- 
sons therefor  to  the  branch,  which  may 
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excuse  him  and  enter  the  reasons  upon 
the  Journal.— Sec.  6,  Art.  6,  Act  May 
23,  1889. 

An  ordinance  must  not  be  so  altered 
or  amended  on  its  passage  through 
either  branch  as  to  change  its  original 
purpose. 

COUNCIL  MEETINGS  SHALL  BE 
PUBLIC. 

The  sessions  of  Councils  shall  be  pub- 
lic, and  a majority  of  each  branch  shall 
constitute  a quorum,  but  a less  number 
may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  shall 
have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
absent  members  under  such  regulations 
and  penalties  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
ordinance  or  rule. — Sec.  4,  Art.  4,  Act 
May  23,  1889. 

MANNER  OF  VOTING. 

All  voting  in  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils,  or  in  any  convention  of  the 
same,  shall  be  vivi  voce. — Sec.  6,  Art.  6, 
Act  May  23,  1889. 

WHEN  THE  YEAS  AND  NAYS  ARE 
REQUIRED. 

On  the  final  passage  of  ordinances; 
adoption  of  report  of  a conference  Com- 
mittee; concurrence  in  an  amendment 
to  an  ordinance,  and  passage  of  a bill 
over  the  Mayor’s  veto;  the  veto  must 
be  by  yeas  and  nays. — Secs.  3 and  4, 
Art.  4,  and  Sec.  7,  Art.  6,  Act  May  23, 
1889. 

In  the  election  or  removal  of  any  offi- 
cer the  vote  must  be  by  yeas  and  nays. 
—Sec.  23,  Act  May  23,  1874. 
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MAY  TRANSACT  BUSINESS  IN 
JOINT  SESSION. 

Councils  may  by  concurrent  resolu- 
tion meet  in  joint  session  for  the  tran- 
saction of  general  business  except  the 
passage  of  ordinances.  No  joint  session 
shall  be  valid  unless  a quorum  of  each 
branch  be  present,  and  when  the  yeas 
and  nays  are  demanded  by  any  member 
the  votes  of  a majority  of  each  branch 
shall  be  necessary  to  the  decision  of 
any  question. — Sec.  11,  Art.  6,  Act  May 
23,  1889. 

SPECIAL  MEETINGS. 

Special  meetings  of  either  branch  of 
Mayor,  the  President  of  the  Council  or 
Councils  may  be  convened  by  the 
any  five  members  thereof  upon  24  hours 
notice  to  each  member,  stating  whether 
the  meeting  is  convened  for  special  or 
general  business. — Sec.  5,  Art.  6,  May 
23,  1889. 

ADJOURNED  MEETINGS. 

At  a meeting  duly  constituted  and  or- 
ganized, whether  regular  or  special,  a 
majority  of  the  members  have  the  im- 
plied incidental  right  to  adjourn  the 
meeting  to  another  time  or  place. — Dil- 
lon on  Municipal  Corporations,  Secs.  207 
and  223. 

No  notice  need  be  given  of  an  ad- 
journed meeting. — Horr  and  Bemis,  M. 
P.  O.,  Sec.  38. 

At  such  a meeting  it  is  lawful  to 
transact  any  business  that  may  have 
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been  transacted  at  the  meeting'  of  which 
it  is  a continuation. — Dillon,  Sec.  225. 

QUORUM. 

A majority  of  each  branch  shall  con- 
stitute a quorum. — Sec.  4,  Art.  6,  Act 
May  23,  1889. 

When  a quorum  is  present  unless  the 
law  expressly  provides  otherwise  a 
majority  of  those  present  may  act.-- 
Dillon. 

POWER  OF  COUNCILS  TO  VACATE 
A SEAT. 

Each  branch  of  Councils  shall  have 
power  to  vacate  the  seat  of  any  of  its 
members  for  misbehavior,  official  mis- 
conduct or  neglect  of  duty. — Sec.  4,  Art. 
6,  Act  May  23,  1889. 

SALARIES  MUST  BE  FIXED  BY 
ORDINANCE. 

The  Councils  shall  prescribe  by  ordi- 
nance the  number,  duties  and  compen- 
sation of  officers  and  employees  of  the 
city,  and  no  payment  shall  be  made 
from  the  city  treasury  or  be  in  any  way 
authorized  to  any  person  except  an 
officer  or  employee  elected  or  appointed 
in  pursuance  to  law;  and  no  ordinance 
shall  be  passed  giving  any  extra  com- 
pensation to  any  officer,  agent  or  con- 
tractor, nor  providing  for  the  payment 
of  any  claim  against  the  city  without 
previous  authority  of  lawT,  and  any  of- 
ficer drawing  or  countersigning  any 
warrant  or  passing  any  voucher  for  the 
same,  or  paying  the  same,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and,  on  con- 
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viction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding-  five  thousand  dollars, 
and  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one 
year. — Sec.  5,  Art.  4,  Act  May  23,  1889. 
SALARIES  CANNOT  BE  CHANGED 
DURING  THE  TERM. 

No  ordinance  shall  be  passed  increas- 
ing or  diminishing  the  salary  or  com- 
pensation of  any  officer  after  his  elec- 
tion or  appointment. — Sec.  13,  Art.  5, 
Act  May  23,  1889. 
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HOW  TO  ORGANIZE  COUNCILS. 


At  10  o’clock  A.  M.,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  April,  the  Clerk  calls  the  body 
to  order  and  says: 

“This  being-  the  day  and  hour  ap- 
pointed by  law  for  the  meeting  and  or- 
ganization of  Council,  and  there  being 
present  a sufficient  number  of  gentle- 
men elected  members,  together  with 
those  holding  over,  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  the  chamber  will  come  to 
order. 

A temporary  organization  is  then  ef- 
fected by  the  election  of  a member  as 
temporary  chairman,  who,  upon  taking 
his  seat,  directs  the  Clerk  to  call  the 
roll. 

The  Clerk  then  calls  the  roll  of  the 
members  holding  over  from  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  then  asks  for  the  cre- 
dentials of  the  members-elect,  com- 
mencing at  the  First  Ward,  which  are 
received  and  read. 

The  newly-elected  members  then  as- 
semble in  front  of  the  President’s  desk, 
and  the  oath  of  office  is  administered  to 
them  by  the  Mayor,  or  by  some  one 
qualified  to  administer  oaths.  This  be- 
ing finished,  each  member  affixes  his 
signature  to  the  prescribed  oath  which 
has  been  written  in  a book  kept  for 
that  purpose,  as  a record  of  Councils. 

The  Clerk,  by  direction  of  the  Presi- 
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dent,  then  proceeds  to  call  the  roll  of 
the  members  alphabetically. 

Some  member  moves  that  Council  pro- 
ceed to  nominate  and  elect  a President 
for  the  ensuing-  year.  The  Clerk  acts  as 
teller  and  receives  the  ballots.  When 
the  election  is  finished,  the  President 
announces  the  result  and  declares  the 
proper  p'erson  elected,  who  is  imme- 
diately sworn  in  by  the  Mayor  or  by 
some  other  person  authorized  by  law  to 
administer  oaths. 

The  newly-elected  President  then 
takes  his  seat  and  announces  that  it  is 
now  in  order  to  proceed  to  the  election 
of  a Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year.  The 
nomination  being  made  and  a ballot 
taken,  the  President  announces  the  re- 
sult and  declares  the  proper  person 
elected,  who  is  immediately  sworn  in 
by  the  President,  and  after  subscribing 
to  the  oath  proceeds  to  the  discharge  of 
his  duties. 

This  being  done,  the  Council  is  fully 
organized  and  ready  to  transact  busi- 
ness and  a member  moves  that  a Com- 
mittee of  two  be  appointed  to  inform 

Council  that Council 

is  organized  and  ready  to  proceed  to 
business. 

The  following  resolutions  are  then 
offered: 

“Resolved,  That  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations governing  the  late  

Council  be  adopted  as  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  this  Council  until  other- 
wise ordered.  ” 

“Resolved,  That  ( Council 
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concurring-)  the  joint  rules  governing 
the  late  Select  and  Common  Councils  be 
adopted  as  the  rules  for  the  government 
of  these  Councils  until  otherwise  or- 
dered. 

“Resolved,  That  the  seats  now  occu- 
pied by  the  different  members  be  re- 
garded as  their  permanent  seats  during 
the  ensuing  year,  and  that  the  same 
be  properly  labeled  by  the  Clerk.” 

“Resolved,  That  a Committee  of  three 
(one  from  Select  and  two  from  Common 
Council)  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  his 
Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  inform  him  that 
these  Councils  are  now  organized  and 
prepared  to  receive  any  communication 
he  may  have  to  lay  before  them.”
